THE NATIONAL ACADEMY OF DESIGN. 
SECOND ARTICLE. 

We find the exhibition this year improves upon frequent visits, and 

even becomes unexpectedly interesting by intimacy, a thing for the 
want of stri pictures, not realized by a mere hasty and superficial 
examination. There are gems of excellence scattered with strange indis- 
crimination throughout the maze of rooms, and nothing short of an en- 
thusiastic love of art, and the possession of more time than generally 
falls to the lot of busy people will develope the truth of our statement ; 
in fact, most of the Academicians seem to be disposed to cultivate what 
may be termed pleasing episodes, rather than grand conceptions of artis- 

tic power, tnis isa natural result of the demandfor small pictures. At 
present, the residences of our people are illy suited to the display of large 
pieces of canvass and having no absolutely leisure class, there is not time 
to devote to the study of comprehensive subjects, consequently the pre- 
vailing demand for what is tasteful, beautiful, and easily understood. 

We have no objection to the full development of this popular field ; artists, 
if successful, as a matter of course are sensible, and they must paint what 
the multitude demand, and in so doing they will reap a substantial re- 
ward, and reach their highest possible excellence. We all of us forget, 
when shut in by conventionalisms, that the now classic works of Greece 
were to the Athenians the popular expression of everyday life, and that 
Raphael’s Madonnas, magnificent as we concede them to be, are merely 
elevated types of the commonest experiences cf life the artist met with in 
the streets of Rome. 


In connection with” generalities, we deem it proper to condemn the 
practice of plagiarism, of which the present exhibition affords two or 
three unhappy examples. An author who boldly and literally appro- 
priates the ideas of another is justly condemned, though the stealing of 
an idea and dressing it in new language, and sometimes giving it a new 
charm, is considered allowable, for of such material is most of our every 
day literary triumphs. Artists certainly possess the equal right, in the pau- 
city of perfect originality, to borrow the ideas of others, and by a differ- 
ent treatment, throw around the appropriations enough to redeem them 
with the character of individuality ; but the artist certainly imperils his 
standing and his moral force, who boldly copies parts of popular and well - 
known pictures, and wishes to pass off the ideas and incidents for his own. 
This thing may pay for a while, but most unexpectedly, some one, well- 
informed, with keen eye, and wonderful recollection, will discover the 
‘remarkable coincidence,’’ and the once adored work will be to the ho- 
nest purchaser a perpetual evidence of fraud, and if he is a man of natu- 
rally sincere and honest mind, he will finally take the offending can- 
vass from his walls, and either consign it to the garret, or tothe more 
infamous catastrophe of being included in the vagabond, houseless, peri- 
patetic ‘‘master pieces,’’ that are continually turning up at bogus pic- 
ture auctions—those eye-sores of all true friends of art. 

Among the most justly admired pictures are James Hart's ‘‘Castle 
Rock at Ebb Tide’ (339), and Gifford’s view of the Bay of Fundy (872), 
both are brilliant in color, and have a pure billowy motion; more re- 
fined and pleasing pictures it is difficult to conceive. 

‘‘Marguerite,’’ by E. Johnson (530), we think equal, if not superior, to 
the word portrait which it is intended to represent. The most insensible 
must appreciate the artist’s fine genius who goes from gay (the ‘‘Dove 
Cote,’’ to grave (‘‘Maguerite’’) with such wonderful success. The idea 
of the almost intrusive window given by the light it casts against the op- 
posite wall, sheds a suggestive mental sunshine over the subduedly sad 
face. 

Mr. Innes has several specimens of his fine ability upon the walls of 
the Academy, and his evidences of industry, and the fact that he is 
meeting with substantial patronage, will give pleasure to all who admire 
his artistic powers. We consider No. 427 the best, there is real power in 
the combination of light and shade, and a sombre hue exceedingly effec- 
tive. But all of Mr. Innes’ pictures should have been smaller, just half 
the size, with the same labor, and they would have been quite perfect. 

George A. Baker is not represented by his usual number of popular 
contributions, but what he sends, though unobtrusive, is full of his pe- 
culiar merits, clearness, and truthfulness of outline, and warm subdued 
color. (821) is a first-rate specimen of ‘‘Young America’’ trying to look 
grave by wearing trappings of 1776, but it wouldn't do. There is a 
rogueishness about the eye of the youngster that is a volume of fun and 
mischief in itself. We must repeat the idea, that children afford an in- 
exhaustible source of interest and originality to artists. ‘The Big 
Bunch,’’ for instance, by J. G. Brown (245), cannot be passed without a 
good look, and the feeling of warm sympathy excited for the young var- 
lets, the ‘‘Extra Dinner Party’’ (570) shows it to be altogether one of the 
best character pictures in the exhibition, and if engraved, would become 
a favorite everywhere and in every household. We congratulate F. Schle- 
gel upon his triumph, and if he will persistently confine himself to illustra- 
tions of New York city life among the juveniles, he will in time neither 
want money nor fame. 

‘‘The Committee of Conference with Lord Howe’’ (576), A. Chappel, is 
well painted, and naturally causes us to linger a while and look upon 
the fine old faces of the group, among which the handsome one of Ben 
Franklin is eminently and pleasantly conspicuous. 

‘‘The Wilderness,’’ by Mr. Gifford (561), has been, from what we deem 
to be an unhappy title, in some cases misunderstood The picture 
however, comprehending as it does a vast stretch of hill and dale, is full 
of dreamy beauty, that gives fine play to the imagination, and leaves us 
to people those glowing and distant forests, brown hill sides, and deep 
quiet water, with inhabitants of your own choosing. 

‘More Free than Welcome’’ (566), by A. F. Tait, is a decided advance 
upon any of this artist’s previous | 
telling a story. Tie giuttonous actions of the ducks’are well expressed, 
and the indignation of Chanticleer is happy, but the picture lacks the 
softness which should characterize this class of art. Now the ‘‘Siesta’’ 
(417), by Lambert, is a fine contrast. Those chickens are of the news- 
boy style, rascally and rough, just resting to gather wind for new 
scratching, and new stealing, if needs be. 

‘Approaching Thunder Storm’’ (436), M. J. Heade; admirable as a 
truthful expression of one of nature’s smiling yet threatening looks, 
could be technically better, but not more impressive. ‘Sunset on the

Meadows’”’ (152) is also cémmendable for great truthfulness in the fore- 
ground. The sky is hard, and so is much of the body of the picture, 
still it approaches near to great excellence. 

‘Forest Life, a Penobscot Encampment’ (527), A. F. Ballows. This 
picture is deservedly admired, the trees are tremblingly alive, and the 
glancing shades beneath them charming. The groups of figures are well 
displayed and effectively painted. 








THE JAPANESE AT THE METROPOLITAN HOTEL. 


In the course of a week or two our oriental guests will be in this city 
and at the ‘‘Metropolitan.’’ .We understand, from persons intimately 
connected with the embassy, that the Japanese are very anxious to get 
away from Washington, and come to New York. They are thoroughly 
informed of the advantages of such a change, and as their time is limit- 
ed, they wish to enter at once upon the enjoyments of our great social 
centre. The arrangements at the Metropolitan for their accommodation 
aré on a most liberal scale. The entire third story of the vast building, 
selected for the sake of isolation, will be appropriated to their use, 
which will include a frontage of over five hundred feet on Broadway and 
Prince-streets, thus affording pleaty of wiadows tolook out upon the 
constantly moving and constantly changing panorama below. ‘The 
rooms immediately devoted to the two Princes will be furoished with 
light movable screens, so that their seclusion may be as complete as they 
desire. As there are thirty-eight doors entering from the halls into 
these suites of rooms, each door will be decorated with a coat of arms 
of the States of the Union, and the surplus, with the names of orga- 
nized territories. The exterior of the building will be dressed in the most 
tasteful style, so as to make it thoroughly attractive, and complimen- 
tary to the guests. The! Japanese are exceedinly simple in their habits ; 
drinking, as we understand it, is unknown to them; this at once ends 
the idea of their guzzling with corporation officials; they eat four light 
meals a day, principally composed of rice and sweetmeats, and the Prince 
rarely sets at table over fifteen minutes. The two Princes and the two 
Governors dine first, then the sixteen, including the professional men, 
and the remaining fifty two attaches then take their meal, all eating the 
same food, and with pretty much the same ceremony. No dish of ours 
has thus far attracted any attention except broiled ham. This shows that 
they are not Buhdists, and are disposed to conform to our ways, and 
that there is great hopes they may be induced to try our Bourbon and 
other national drinks. 

They will remain two or three weeks in New York, and possibly make 
some trips into the interior. When Mr. Warren Leland was introduced 
to the embassy by Mr. Willard, as the host of the great house they were 
to occupy in New York, the Japanese were delighted, and exclaimed 
“‘Yorkee man.’’ Upon being shown the well-known representation of 
the Metropolitan Hotel, one of the Governors remarked that he had seen 
the picture in Japan, it being one of the series taken to that country by 
Townsend Harris, to give the ‘‘furriners’’ an idea of our ‘‘magnificence,’’ 








LETTER FROM “CARL BENSON.” 
Bepvorp, L, I., May 21, 1860. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’’—It grieveth me much that Col. Spicer should have been 
so severely ‘‘exercised’’ by a few sentences out of my private correspond- 
ence. You know that letter was private ; | never expected myself to see 
a line of it it in print. Nevertheless, you thoughtJsome lines of it might 
be printed with advantage ; thereat Spicer grows desperate and proposes 
to ‘‘drink or fight.’’ Now, as I said before, I mean to go into the latter 
alternative when it becomes an open and general matter—« ‘‘free fight’’ 
—then I shall be ready to shoulder my musket (literally or me‘aphorical- 
ly,) with the rest. Until then I had much rather drink, and would be 
most happy to accept ‘‘Spicer’s’’ invitation ; but—without meaning to 
brag, I can say, in good faith, that did I attempt to accept all the similar 
invitations I have received, my three months’ stay would have to be ex- 
tended to nearly as many years. 

As to ‘‘Spicer’s’’ strictures on my foreign politics, I positively refuse to 
accept one word of them. His attempted analogy I utterly deny, and if 
he or any other reader of the ‘‘Spirit’’ is unable to perceive the difference 
of the two cases, I shall certainly not condescend to argue with that 
party on what seems to me a self-evident proposition. But just take no- 
tice how ‘‘Spicer’’ contradicts himself, point blank. In one paragraph he 
blames me for writing pro-American articles, and in the next advises me 
to come back and become re-naturalized, as if I had ceased to be American. 
Now as to my patriotism, that is another point on which I will not submit 
to receive lessons from ‘‘Spicer’’ or any other man in the land—EKast, West, 
Nortb, or South. I have stood up for my country through evil report and 
good report, under difficulties that ‘‘Spicer’’ never dreamed of experienc- 
ing. It is easy to be patriotic (or make believe to be) at home ; it is only 
swimming with the tide. A man’s patriotism is tested when he lives 
among a population hostile or indifferent to free institutions, with the 
few of his countrymen who are about him either despairing of, or not 


caring for the republic. And I can say sincerely that though circumstan- 
ces beyond my control have obliged me to reside abroad for several years, 
my heart is always at home, and my thoughts ever turn to the scenes of 
my childhood 
‘*With.a love more abiding 
Than that the heart knows 
To a maiden more lovely 
Than summer’s first rose.”’ '

dunghills to crow on ; and Carl has a few of his ownalso. Ali he asks 
is that neutral ground shall be neutral ground. : 

That I am ashamed at our people mis-quoting Latin may show over- 
fastidiousness on my part, but at any rate proves me to be alive to the 
honor of the country. ‘Spicer’ gets over this very jauntily. He is in 
too much of a hurry to quote Ovid straight. ‘‘How isis a man to write 
grammar with a pen like this?’’ asked the old Highlander. 

Well, though I cun’t see the Colonel (unless he comes to the Fashion 
races), it is a comfort to be a little nearer—as near as Long Island is to 
Virginia. What a bleasing to see green grass instead of blue water, and 
“feel the little breezes waft the little treezes,’’ and enjoy the quiet of 
the country after the incidents (O Lord!) of a sea voyage. If anything 
could make going to sea not utterly detestable, it would be a boat like 
the Fulton, who having now repaired her only deficiency —speed—is the 
very model of a steamer. But ‘‘bad is the best’’ to those who don’é 
like the water. I have been eight days on shore, and gone through a 
course of lambs’ milk — by some pious and benevolent young men, 
without getting disentangled from my physical and mental mixiog-up.

LETTER FROM “BOOTS.” 
OLp Cuvrcn P. 0., Hanover Co., Va., May 4, 1860. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’'—While in Richmond last week I was most kindly pre- 
monished by the gay and gallant Col. N. A. Thompson, Secretary of the 
Ashland Club, that, by special arrangement, ‘‘a plate would be turned 
down’’ for me at the table of our sparkling and spirited friend the Presi- 
dent of the Richmond and Potomac Railroad, and that, over the ‘‘impro 
vised’’ pot-luck, practical as well as highly palatable matters, were to be 
discussed. Accordingly, nothing daunted by the premonition, I ‘‘horse- 
carriaged’’ myself from the depot to within a few squares of the beauti- 
fal and well-appointed residence of our whole-souled friend, and on en- 
tering therein found, if not ‘‘cocked,’’ certainly ‘‘primed,”’ for the table 
encounter, the aforesaid gallant Col. T., and an agreeable young son of

Many years ago, when Porter first 
started the ‘‘Spirit,’’ I procured for him a good many valuable subscri- 
bers in tbat way, and, of course, then without other consideration than the 
gratification it afforded me pleasure to promote the success cf an entertain- 
ingand highly useful and important paper. Indeed, I cannot comprehend 
how gentlemen and others interested in highly valuable blood stock, &c., 
can do justice to themselves and their important interests by withhold- 
ing a liberal patronage from the oldest and most successful sporting 
publication in the United States.

**Yes, Sir! yes, Sir!’’ replied Col. T., in great confusion, the blue and 
yellow flushes ‘‘breezing’’ each other in quick succession across his 
bronzed cheeks.

“Ah! I didn’t wish him to bave any thing to drink, Colonel.’’ 

“Only water, only water, your honor,’’ returned T., worse hemmed in 
than ever. 

‘Bring him in Sheriff, for a reprimand.’’ 

Thompson having turned the man loose at the start, was now all a- 
flutter to know what on ear*h to do, but recollecting, as he went into 
the Court House, having seen an old fellow lying drunk on ‘‘the green,”’ 
he promptly and with somewhat recovered composure, answered, ‘Yes, 
Sir! yes, Sir !’’ and going out seized hold of the poor wretch on ‘‘the 
green,”’ shook him up, told him, with great emphasis, the Judge wanted 
him immediately in the Court House, and hustled him along up to “his 
honor.’’ The poor devil, not knowing what to make of it, feeling that 
he was drunk, and frightened into silence (for Toompson was cunningly 
jeering him all along for his ‘‘disorderly conduct’’), stood before ‘‘his 
honor’ in mute but tearful penitence.

Thompson's physiognomy would have been worth a fortune while all 
this was going on, the unutterable alternations of fear and hope sinother- 
ing the occasional gieams of mirth and self-satisfaction at the smart trick 
he had played upon both Judge and man, and by whivh he had almost de- 
livered himself from a temporary Purgatory, the good he had done ‘‘the 
head of the family, and, incidentally, the community at large, by the 
sharp lecture of the Judge, evoked by the presence of bis improvised 
‘*prisoner.’’ 

‘Discharge the prisoner, Sheriff 

Thompson declares be never was ia such a strait before ‘‘in all his born 
days.’’ The old Judge was known to be so austere, and so rigidly severe 
in the enforcement of his orders, that the ‘‘mad bull,’’ the ‘‘man with 
the sharp stick, or the ‘‘hooker iv the alley’’ chasing him for an unpaid

THE JAPANESE AT WASHINGTON. 

The excitement created by the promised arrival of the Japanese in this 
couutry now gives way to intense curiosity to learn something of their 
customs and habits, as viewed through our eyes. The following descrip- 
tion of this singular people, taken from the ‘‘7ribune,’’ affords the most 





agreeable sketch we have seen, and presents altogether a pleasing picture 
of an intelligent, shrewd, yet simple people :— 

Before the formal interview between the Japapese and American offi- 
cials, Capt. Dupont and Mr. Portman were recognized by some who had 
known them upon their visit to the Empire of the Rising Sun. A very 
charming sense of good fellowship aud friendliness seemed to prevail, 
and in sp.te of all their active attention in the business of packing and 
preparing for departure, the Japanese found time to distribute all sorts of 
good and pleasant words around; and as for merry faces, the way in 


that he had fallen upon the happiest family that ever existed. Upon a} 
couple of little lads wo roamed about, the Japanese bestowed, beside | 
kind greetings, many odd and ingenious toys, in the invention of which 
they which they are unequaled. 

At length, about 10 o’clock, a calm came over the region of the Flag | 
Officer's cabin, which portended ceremony. Gradually the surrounding ; 
noises were hushed, excepting those produced by a parcel ofygreen par- 
rots, which some of the Japanese, in their passion for novelty, had picked 
up on the Isthmus, with a vague -idea that they were good things to | 
have, and which utterly refused to perceive the importance of the occa- 
sion, or to cease shrieking onany terms short of neck-wringing. Green 
parrots notwithstanding, however, the Government Commissioners now 
entered the cabin, and were made acquainted by Capt. Taylor, the Ja- 
panese Ambassadors receiving the good wishes of Capt. Dupont with ex- 
treme grace and dignity. Mr. Putnam was then introduced, and handed 
to the Embassadors the official commission of Captaius Dupont and Lee, 
and Lieut. Porter—a manuscript on parchment, bound in blue velvet and 
fastened with silver cord—which was glanced at, and then laid by. Capt. 
Dupont next presented Mr. Ledyard, who repeated the assurances of wel- 
come before expressed. Forms were then put aside, and throu:h Na- 
mour, the Japanese interpreter, and Mr. Portman, conversations relative 
to the journey up to Washington, began. 

During the introductions, the four Commissioners—Simme Boosjen no- 
Kami, Moorgaki Awajsi no-Kami, Ogoori Boongo no-Kami, and Moroo- 
ta Okataro—stood side by side, their chief interpreter, Namoura Gowaj- 
siro, a little in advance, near the highest official. The Commissioner- 
were dressed in rich and fanciful robes, which contrasted curiously with 
the plain uniforms of American officers. They wore, during the inter- 
view, only one sword, which appeared to be a temporary departure from 
their custom, as thereafter they never appeared without two. When 
their conversation became freer, they invited the attention of the visi- 
tors to some specimens of Japanese mechanical skill, of which the most 
important was an improvement upon the American Sharp’s rifle, by 
which the capacities of that weapon are much increased. 

While the cabin courtesies were going on, the middle and lower decks 
grew more and more busy. The higher officers issued orders to-the lower 
officers, and the lower officers confided important directions to the ser- 
vants, who worked with an activity quite refreshing to witness. In the 
state-rooms of the middle deck gentlemen were seen encasing their legs 
in elegant silk trowsers, undergoing the operation of hair-dressing, and 
superintending their share of the business, generally all at the same 
time. Occasionally they would pause and draw from their sides the little 
metal pipes which they always keep by them, and assuage their rising ex- 
citement by sundry soothing puffs. On the lower decks, other officer sar- 
rayed themselves in fresh clothing, frequently running about wholly in- 
nocent of artificial covering, and unreservedly displaying well-shaped and 
muscular frames. Now and then a smiling gentleman would check his 
impetuosity for the sole purpose of goiog about and shaking everybody’s 
hand, as if the idea had suddenly entered his mind ‘that perfect cordiality 
could not be otherwise sustained. Some would exhibit little curiosities 
that came in their way when packing, and one, who had no knowledge 
of our language when he started from Japan, revealed some pages of ac- 
curate English writing, of which he seemed very proud. After the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of their toilettes, they all ascended to the middle 
deck, which showed more animation than ever. Those whose affairs were 
happily settled for the time, were seated upon chair and stools, fanning 
themselves assiduosly, seemingly as if to produce, by incessant exercise, 
ful glow, rather than for an opposite purpose. Little cries in half-per- 
fect English, were continually heard : ‘ Come here,”’ ‘‘Help me with 
this ;’’ ‘‘Look out for treaty box’’—which treaty box was a large casket 
about 43 feet long, 3 feet high, and 2 feet broad, covered with red leath- 
er, and inclosed in a sort of lackered-wood cage, to protect it from all 
dangers. All the Japanese were in the best possible humor, which ap- 
pears, indeed, to be their normal condition, and their amiable smile the 
one common point of similarity. As the hours passed along, they sought 
their special friends on board the Roanoke, and bade them farewell with 
evident affection, giving them, in some cases, valuable presents to keep 
in remembrance. Very prominent among the throng were the three phy- 
sicians, with shaven heads, exceeding wise in mien, but smiling as afia- 
bly as the rest. as 

The transportatlon of the baggage took up a good deal of attention. 
Much of this was left behind, to be brought to Washington at another 
time ; but much also was too neceessary to the comfort of the Japanese 
to be separated from them. Nevertheless, Namoura, who made jokes 
and enjoyed them, said to Captain Gardner, of the Roanoke : ‘‘Captain, 
the treaty and the money are the only necessary baggage, you know; 
the rest is nothing.’’ Next in importange, it appeared, came their wea- 
pons—spears, pikes, swords, &c.—which were beautifully made, and fin- 
ished with such delicacy that rough treatment had to be carefully guard- 
ed against. The handles of these weapons are all thickly inlaid with 
gems and precious metals, giving them great value. ' 
At 12} o'clock, Commodore Dimmick, of Fortress Monroe, close by 
which the Roanoke lay, came on board with thirty of his officers, to in- 
vite the Em bassadors to visit the fortifications, which they appeared quite 
willing to do. A little while after a party from Norfolk, who called 
themselves citizens, came down in tug-boat, visited the Philadelphia, 
made facetious remarks for nearly an hour, and then started back again, 
satisfied with nothing bat themselves.

The Japanese professed much delight with the Philadelphia, admiring 
the decorations, but looking with keener iuterest to the articles of more 
substantial order—tables aad chairs, as well asthe machin ery. After 
the Em bassadors had come on board, again a resounding salute from the 
Roanoke’s guns, and the Japanese flag was fairly flying; the stations of 
the guests were assigned. ‘The state-rooms were occupied by the officera 
of highest rank, beginning nearest the stern, and proceeding forward by 
descending grade. Ina Japanese ship, the place of honor is the bow. 
Numerous pertbs upen the upper d-ck were asaigned to the lower 
attendants, some of whom, however, preferred to follow the course of 
their education, and sleep upon the floor. Among these men of lower 
rank are the artists, none of whom are entitled to the second sword 
which marks nobility. 

The dinner in the cabin was attended only by ‘‘two-sword men,’’ who 
certainly ma nifested a very cultivated appreciation of all that came be- 
fore them. Their regard for champagne, I should say, approached a sort 
of devotion, in Which respect they were, perbaps, not singular. But 

what most forcibly attracted their fancy was a dish of ice-cream, molded 
to represent a reclining female form. This double appeal to sight and 
taste had quite a melting effect. 

The departure of the Philadelphia was deferred until after dinner, lest 
the rude waves of Hampton Roads should overcast tbe gravity of the 
tables or their burdens. As she passed by the Roanoake for the last time 
the frigate’s shrouds were manned, and a parting salute was given. The 
steamer crossed to Old Point, where the guests disembarked for a visit to 
Fortress Monroe. They were formally received by the garrison, ani less 
ceremoniously, but more cheerfully welcomed by a number of ladies who 
were waiting for them on the pier. Bands of music again gave out har- 
mony, and the heavy guns again poured forth deafening salutations. 
The fortitications, which are said to be the largest in the United States, 
were viewed, and interchanges of tenderoess ensued as far as was practi- 
cavle between the foreigaers and the fair. Flowers beset the embas- 
sadors from all sides, and interesting little dialogues in alternate Eng- 
lish and Japanese wese continually opened. At7 o'clock all were again 
collected on board, and the Philadelphia was soon on her way once more 
toward Washington. j 

As she left the pier, the ladies from the shore sent up shrill cheers, and 
waved from a distance their handkerchiefs. ‘ae Embassadors had re- 
tired to their staterooms, but on hearing of the demonstration, they ran 
out to the stern, and waved reciprocal adieux with genuine fervor. The 
evening was very beautiful, and the sunset clouds were of unusual rich- 
ness. The Japanese sat for a long time, gazing at the receding shore, 
and only withdrew when incr ising darkness dimmed the prospect. 

The evening was one of exceeding interest. The opportunit ies for re- 
marking the general appearance and manner of the visitors were very 
great. B ‘fore speaking of such particulars as came within observation, 
let me give a list of the officers of the delegation, which differa from 

those which have hitherto been published by itgexact accordance with 

the pronounciation of the names by the Japanese them<elves. It is worth

C. W. Kennedy’s beautiful bay gelding, with star, and no other white, 
black legs, mane, and tail, about 15 hands 3 inches, with fine stylish 
action, and head and neck not only made right, but held properly by the 
horse. I understand he can be bought for $1000, which, considering 
his great speed, is very cheap. He is as gentle as a lamb and as sound 
as a dollar.

Leaving the track, the Doctor took me over a fine road lately cut 
through his own property and partially made by himself, to the Buena 
Vista Springs, where we quenched our thirst with{some of its water—no 
doubt very good in its way, but, except by positive order from my phy- 
sician, I prefer it—a long way off. It reminded me of the ‘‘sulpbur and 
molasseg days,’’ when some half dozen youngsters, beginning with the 
eldest, had to receive from the nurse a tea-spoon full night and morning 
for a week, spring and fall. It is decidedly sulphuric, and insipidly 
magnestatic (what do you think of that word?) We then drove around to 
the vast plain where the great Whig meetings of 1840 and 1844 were 
held, and I gazed with admiration on that old elm tree under which the 
great CLay stood addressing the tens of thousands of ardent admirers 
there and then congregated. It is, I fear, falling into a decay from 
which it cannot be recovered; but if I owned that classic ground I 
would never allow that tree to die for want of care. It looks like a 
gigantic old man, whose back has become weak fiom long service, and 
whore hair and beard hang gracefully down, bis arms withered, his gar- 
ments tattered, and his whole frame denoting long service, hardsbips, 
and poverty. As the Doctor is an enthusiast on the subject of Henry 
Clay, he will probably, if not before, do something handsome after read- 
ing this. 

Dioner time being near at hand, we drove to the Doctor’s residence, a 
fine old and well-finished mansion, where its present lord was born. 
There are many interesting reminiscerces connected with the estate 
which I have no time now to write up, but I may eay that the Doctor's 
dinner can only be surpassed by the amiability of his very interesting 
and happy family. The Doctor is about selling out a large portion of 
his lands and improving the remainder, so that in a year or two we may 
expect to find that he has added another ward to the city of Nashville. 
The plan he has laid out for the improvement of his own grounds will 
render them unsurpassed by any in the neighborhood. ‘The Doctor 
keeps his favorite stallion Highlander on his own premises, some distance 
from the house, and in adjoining pastures, where he can see him every 
day. 

A drive to town, to bed early, and up again at 4 A. M., enabled me to 
take the 5 e’clock train to Nashville, and eat a hearty breakfast with 
’*Squire and Mrs. Lewis two hours thereafter. A chat with the Squire 
convinced me that there isa world of good things to write about here, 
more, I fear, than [ will have time to make a note of. However, what 
you want now is news: 

The Gallatin Jockey Club of Sumner County, Tenn., was o ganised, 
and the Albion Course laid out, in the early part of that year. The 
Rules of the Matairie Association were adopted, and the following ofii- 
cers were elected on the first of the present month to serve the current

The Albion Course is situated about three-quarters of a mile or more 
from the town of Gallatin, if you could go straight there, but as fou 
cannot, it is a mile and a quarter. About one half the distanca in ay 
direction is reached by turnpike roads, the remainder through private 
property. It is literally in the heart of the Yountry, and fenced in ou 
all sides by woods. The pedestrian can reach the track by a somewhat 
shorter route if he follows the path—a feat not easily accomplished ; but 
let Kim lose it once, and he may fetch up on the edge of the town or 
somewhere else. The course is laid out after the plan of the Ashland 
. Course, in Hanover County, Va., and is entirely surrounded by wood- 
land, while the front half of the inner circle is graced and shaded by a 
large number of noble forest trees, and the remainder is covered with @ 
luxuriant growth of blue grass. ‘There are two mounds which bide the 
Lorses from view—one about fifty yards, just before reaching the firet 
quarter, and one between the half and the third quarter. There 184 
gentle rise about two hundred yards from the start, and a slight desce2! 
forty yards from the firet quarter, where the horses have level ground 
run upon until near the half mile. Here is a short and gentle rise, 42° 
again a slight descent, until the horses are hidden from view, until neat 
the third quarter, when they again have level running until about tw? 
hundred yards from home, when a pretty stiff rising of fifty yards! 
extent occurs, having topped which, the horses can rush home as fast 4 
their legs can carry them. The public stand is small, but probably 
large enough for the demand, the inner circle being so beautifully shade 
that many would doubtless prefer remaining there in their open ¢'™ 
riages. ‘The stables are admirably arranged in a beautiful grove te 
by, each having a pretty circular walk for the horses, and large trees ” 
keep the sun from them. Having got as far as the stables, I may * 
well tell you what horses have arrived here, preparatory to the conte:

Nota 
cloud was visible, but in the East the mist was rising, and the sun, de- 
siring to show himself in all his magnitude and unveiled, sent his rays 
before him, lighting the mist with the most brilliant hues, and finally 
forcing it to evaporate, when the God of Day burst in full view, and nearly 
blinded we. After an early breakfast, the first business in order was a 

Visit to the Residence of Hon. Batre Peryron—one of the most popular 
men in this neighborhood, and a most ardent lover of blood stock. His 
residence is about three miles from the town, and is beautifully situated 
on a rising ground, with garden fragrant with flowers and plantsin front 
and on each side, and cultivated fields stretching far away in all direc- 
tions. His pastures of blue grass and clover are rich and luxuriant, oa 
which thrive several mares, colts and fillies. His favorite old mare 
Sally Jones was not at home, but I saw her daughter Noty Price, and her 
granddaughter by Albion, the latter, only four years old, in foal to 
OQmeara. Noty’s daughter, Daisy Derby, is a splendid two-year-old, one 
that must distinguish herself if no accident occurs to her, while her 
yearling colt by Sacklowie is not so promising. - Fanny McAllister is a 
very fine two-year old out of the dam of Satellite. Everything here is 
kept in admirable order, and the stock looks as if it had over it the 
watchful and affectionate eye of a loving and liberal master. Returning 
to town, we called in to see Col. Buyrue, who is at present suffering 
from illness, Col. Etnio1r, whom we were rejoiced to find improved in 
health, and Mr. B. Witt1aMs, who was not at home. As I expect to be 
able to furnish a detailed description cf Col. E)liott’s etock, with some of 
his recollections, I will for the present pass over the subject. You may 
expect something exceedingly interestivg, however, before many weeks. 
| wish I could prevail upon Hon. Mr. Pxryron to write out some of those 
anecdotes with which he so amuses all there who are fortunate enough 
to make his acquaintance.

‘ FIRST DAY. 

The spring meeting over this time-honored course commenced yester- 
day, and the weather and track were all that need be desired for the 
sport. The attendance, we were su:prised to see, was large, and the 
race as interesting and well contested as we ever hope to see.

The attendance on the course yesterday was unusually large, the wea- 
ther charming, and the track io tip-top order. The race was two mile 
heats for the Proprietor’s Purse of $250, for which there were five entries, 
uiz.: Delphine, Irona, Lucy ‘Tally, Ada Currier, and Betsey Red. Atthe 
Wall Street House pool-room, on Tuesday night, Delphine commanded 
the highest sums, but on the track yesterday, Irona led the betting, at 
slight odds, Delphine holding second position, Lucy Tally third, Betsey 
Red fourth, and Ada bringing up the rear. 

At halt-past 1 o’clock, the horn sounded to saddle, when it was disco- 
vered that Mr. Hare’s rider had suddenly been taken sick. Rather than 
disappoint a visitor, Ciptain Belcher withdrew Butsey Red, and kindly 
loaned the use of his rider to Co!. Hare. 

In the first heat, Lucy Tally cut ont the work, followed by Irona, un- 
til reaching the back stretch, when Delphine took the second place, and, 
under a strong pull, drove Lucy along at a telling stride, making the first 
mile in 1:52, Ada bringing up the rear.

In the second mile, Delphine continued to run 
like a scared dog, until passing the half mile pole, when her reins were 
gradually tightened, and ber speed decreased, thas permitting her com- 
pany to join her at a respectful distance in the rear, but not to get near 
enough to endanger the heat, which she won in 3:48}, and the race. 

Before the start, large sums were invested on the result, and, as on the 
first day, the ‘‘sharpers,’’ fell heavily, the ‘‘fielders’’ fattening on their 
ignorance.

Geo. M. Patchen and Ethan Allen—Patchen Victorious! 


The anxiously looked-for meeting of these two famous stallions came 
off at the Union Course, L. I., on Wednesday the 16th inst. The day 
was overcast and chilly for the season, and the attendance, though 
jarge, not quite equal to what we had expected; the crowd possibly num- 
bered from four to five thousand persons. 

For several days previous to the trot the Patchen pirty bad been very 
confident. Their assurance was based first on the report of a private 
trial in which the Jersey horse had gone a quarter in 33 sec., and second - 
ly on the conviction that he could stay as well as go, whereas Allen is no- 
toriously unable to improve on his own time, and if pushed in the first 
heat, invarably falls back in the subsequent ones. We were therefore 
somewhat surprised on reaching the ground to find Allen decidedly the 
favorite at 5 to 4. Both horses in limbs, coat, and condition generally, 
looked all that could be desired, but we remarked at least three bad shoes 
among thetwo. Neither of them, however, showed any signs of tender- 
ness, but Patchen did not seem so quick on his feet as Allun. Hg has, in- 
deed, a most deceitful way of going, slipping over the ground with long 
low strides, so that it requires a practised judge of pace to appreciate his 
speed. Both horses were driven nearly two miles to ‘‘warm up,’’ and the 
magnificent action of the little Morgan made him still more a favorite, 
100 to 60 being offered in some cases. ‘The track was a bit heavy; owing 
to this and the day, there was a general disposition to bet against very 
fast time; we believe no one dared to predict anything better than 
2:26. 

Tallman held the ribbons over Patchen, and drove him with perfect 
tact and skill. Piffer handled Allen capitally, but struck us as being, at 
least, a stone over-weight, which is more than a little horee can afford to 
give away to a big one. Ethan drew the pole, and at a quarter past three, 
after one false start, they got off for the 

First heat—Allen out-footed Patchen from the score, and took a lead of 
two lengths to the quarter in 37 sec. Patchen then closed up a little, but 
could not quite reach Allen’s whee!. The little horse passed the half 
mile post a clear length ahead in 1:12, and preserved the same lead all 
through the third quarter, but as they turned into the homestretch, 
Patchen lapped him. Atthe drawgate Ethan went up, and though he 
caught quickly, as he generally does, the Jersey horse was already half 
a length ahead, and at the distance had increased his advantage to a 
length. Tallman now took his horse in hand and drew the thing very 
fine, for Ethan made a magnificent rally at the finish, and was only beat- 
en over the score by aneck. ‘ime, 2:25—remarkably good considering 
the day and the track. 

Second heat—2 tol on Patchen. Time betting as low as 2:23; why, 
we couldn't see, unless P.ftchen was to go for the fun of the thing, since 
it was clear Allen could never drive him tothat time. After three 
false starts they got off, Patcben making play from tho score this time 
ata tremendous pace and leading a leagth to the quarter in 36 sec. Allen 
then closed up a little, but before reaching the half mile pole, Patchen 
let out a link and opened the daylight—time, 1:11. Just after passing 
the half mile pole Allen broke, and Patchen Jed two lengths round the 
last turn. Inside the drawgate the little horse beoke again, and Patchen 
sailed right away from him, winning by four lengths, io 2:24. 

Third heat- Dollars to dimes, and no takers. A number of false starts, 
Allen scoring faster than Patchen. At last they got a beautiful send off, 
and trotted together to the first turn, after which Patchen opened out 
and led to the quarter in 37 sec. a full length. Just before the half-mile 
post Allen broke and lost four lengths, The race was now ‘‘all over but 
shouting.’’ Patchen passed the post in 1:13, and went over the last half 
mile at his leisure but still widening the gap and coming in the easiest of 
winners in 2:29. 

Thus ended this capital trot. ‘Tbe big borse has covered himself with 
glory ; he never mad a skip in the three heats, and could evidently have 
shown two seconds better time if called on. Should he win the remain- 
ing two matche#in equally good style, he need not fear any horse, mare, 
or gelding in the country, save always the unipproachable Flora. Sum- 
mary :

LETTER FROM W. H. P. 
Fort Smutu, Ark., May 10, 1860. 
Dear ‘‘Spirit’’-—I did not come all the way up here to fight the Injuns, 
but to see the country and learn something more of its people. Fort 
Smith is on the borders of the Cherokee and Creek Nations, and a great 


portion of the mercantile business is with these tribes. ‘The city num 


bers about two thousand inbabitants and is a point of much importance. 
Surrounding it are fine farming lands, and by a walk of a mile anda 
half to the lake one can enjoy a fine day’s sport either hunting or fish- 
ing. 

Game is abundantly plenty, wild turkies, ducks, plover, prairie chick- 
ens, etc., passing almost under one’s nose, temptingly inviting him to pop 
away. Yesterday, ina ride of three miles, I killed a brace of a8 fine 
turkies as one might wish to see. So plenty is game that many of the 
people appear perfectiy uninterested, and I have heard it remarked, 
‘“‘What’s the use going huntiog when we can buy turkies for two bits a 
piece ?’’ There are streams above offering fine trout-fishing, but in the 
piscatorial way the people are as interested as in hunting, aud the speck- 
led backs are left unmolested and alone in their glory. 

A few days since a great rise in the river occurred, but fell so rapidly 
that many boats could not reach this point. The merchants have quan- 
tities of goods on their way here which for three months past have been 
detained by low river. The general report is, that business is dull, and 
money tighter than for years before. They, however, expect a good 
time is coming very soon, as an agent passed through a few days since 
with about two million dollars as Government pay to the Cherokees. I 
find the Indians are particular about the society that comes among 
them, as no white man is allowed to settle in their nation unless be 
bears a gocd character, takes an Indian wife, and forswears whiskey. 
The latter is the hardest part of the bargain, for I have yet to see the 
Arkapsian who dosn’t take a few drops semi-occasionally. Among the 
Indians are some few whites who bave complied with their rules, and 


not only got pretty wives, but good farms, and a family or two of nig- | 


gers thrown in. I bave been surprised to learn of the wealth of some. 
Ameng the Cherokees, especially, are men that rate their hundreds of 
thousands. A newspaper is published in the Cherokee language, and 
Messrs. Calhoun, proprietors of the Fort Smith ‘‘Herald,’’ are about 
commencing an edition of their paper in Cherokee parlance. The direct 
St. Lovis and California Overland Mail make this one of their important 
points, and the tri-weeekly arrivals adds life to the city. The Pony 
Exprees, you are already aware, bas made the journey in ten days, but I 
think it was an experiment to see how many penies they could use up 
and kill. The O. M. C. have fine stock, make their journies regular in 
from twenty-one to twenty-five days, and from passengers I have heard 
it spoken of as one of the great institutions of the age. Capt. W. M. 
Crane, a very old ‘‘stager,’’ is the agent for this city, and keeps every- 
thing in apple-pie order. He has given me sume items respecting this 
route that are perfectly astonishing. 

The great fight for the championskip and belt bas caused as great an 
excitement in this section as any other. Thegreatest eagerne-s has been 
manifested to obtain the facts, and curses loud and long are poured on 
John Morrissey and the breakers-up of the fight. 

The innocent game of ‘‘poker’’ is extensively practised in several parts 
of the city, but many of its patrons are down in the mouth, 'cause there 
are no ‘‘sojours’’ here to furnish the dimes. 

Ihave met here a very old acquaintance who many of your readers, 
no doubt, thought had faded out from this world. It was none other 
than Prof. Burney, who for years supported Madam Augusta in her 
daring terpeicborian revels, and who was also one of the publishers of 
the Philadelphia ‘‘Doliar Newspaper.’’ The p?ofessor is not exactly 
teaching the Injuns polkas aud meazurkes, but hes a class of young 
misses and genis, teaching them accomplishments such as he well un- 
derstands. 

There are three weekly papers published in this city, two excellent 
hotels kept, and any number of lager-bier saloons and groceiies. Fort 


and Petra still lay third, next the rails, but before reaching the distance 
the two latter were passed by Tame Deer, who came up to the favorite 
full of ‘‘go’’ opposite to the Stand the second time, and ran at his neck 
until half. way round the top turn, when he deprived him of the lead.

getting at starting—5 to 1 against St. Albans; 8 to 1 against Birming- 
bam, Petra, and Longrange; 12 to 1 against Satellite; 100 to 6 each 
against Flitch and Weatherbound ; 20 to 1 each against Man at Arms 
and The Brewer; 25 tol each against Independence, Gaspard, Tame 
Deer, and Apollyon; 30 to1 against Blue Ruin; 40 to 1 each against 
Tunstall Maid and Marine; 50 to 1 each against The Squire and Precur- 
sor; 1000 to 15 each agaiost Pensioner and First Lord; and 1000 to 10 
each against Underhand, Cheery Chap, Rising Sun, and Miss Digby. 
There was a delay of upwards of a quarter of an hour at the post, during 
which several failures occurred. In the first, Tame Deer, Petra, Man at 
Arms, The Squire, and Miss Digby, ran past the Stand ; and the forego- 
ing, with Cheery Chap, Flitch, The Brewer, and the favorite, were in- 
variably in front in the succeeding breakings away, whilst The Prophet 
kept aloof from his horses altogether ; and Mr. Robinson, finding that 
the boy became very nervous, at length requested Mr. Hibburd to leave 
him behind, and the flag fell to a very fair start.

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First Eleven of New York vs. Sixteen of Newark. 

The first cricket match this season, on the Hoboken grounds, was commenced 
yesterday morning, the occasion being the return match—laid over from last 
season—between the New-York and Newark clubs as above. The day opened 
very promisingly as regards the weather, but toward the afternoon a damp 
chilly wind from the eastward rendered it anything but pleasant for spectators ; 
nevertheless there were a considerable number on the ground. This is the first 
contest at Hoboken since the great international matches. The Newark players 
were promptly on the ground at the time appointed, but the New-Yorkers were 
not, and as several of their first eleven failed to be at their posts, the captain 
had to make up his eleven from those of the second eleven who were on the 
ground at the time. The New York club have, however, received several ac- 
cessions to their numbers of late, among whom we notice Bray of the King’s 
County club. Sams also has rejoined the club, after some years absence there- 
from, and therefore, though they did not present their strength on the occasion, 
the team they had was anything but a weak one. We have not space to enter 
fully into the details of the match, especially as itis not yet finished, but we 
cannot refrain from alluding to the display of batting, bowling and fielding made 
by several of the players on both sides, prominent among which we would spe- 
cially notice the tine bowling of Walters; the excellent batting of Kedel: and 
the very eilective fielding, as ‘‘long stop,’’ of Hattersly, all of the Newark club. 

On the part of New York, Sharp, Bray, and Sams, batted finely, the two lat- 
ter especially, and the former fielded splendidly as ‘‘long-stop.”’ Sams and 
Wilby, too, bowled with telling effect on the wickets. Higham was, as usual, 
quite at home as ‘‘wicket keeper”? and “‘general;’’ but others of the Eleven 
under his charge were guilty of some very loose fielding, especially in the way 
of catches, several of which were badly missed. The score of the first innings 
does not speak favorably of the play of the New Yorkers at the bat, but they 
have made up for it in the second thus far; whereas the play of the Sixteen in 
fielding and bowling was very creditable in the first innings, but not so in the 
second. However, the play of to-day—should the weather be fine—will tell the 
story. At present affairs are at a very interesting point, as the New Yorkers 
have scored 68 runs in their second innings, with the loss only of two wickets, 
and their total score is ahead of that of their opponents. The match was re- 
sumed on Thursday, when the Newarkers proved victorious, with nine wickets to
